THE NEW 
CHESHIRE 
OUARTER-FOLDING 
MACHINE 


Operation: After labeling, the printed piece is passed be¬ 
tween two horizontal rollers into the grasp of moving belts. 
Held under tension by these belts, the piece is carried along 
a gradually tapered saddle, gently forming it into a folded 
shape. It is then passed through two vertical rollers which 
crease the fold. After creasing, the folded piece is delivered 
by moving belts to take-away conveyor. 




Eliminates transfer between labeling and folding operations! 
This new high-speed machine quarterfolds printed pieces 
immediately after labeling. It can be positioned at the feed- 
out end of the labeling machine ... permitting printed pieces 
to be fed directly into the folder without need for transfer 
from labeling to folding equipment. 

No timing-in requiredl The folder is powered by a variable- 
speed drive which can be quickly adjusted to match the 
speed of the labeling equipment. This drive is capable of 
extremely high speeds to meet any production requirement. 
Handles many sizes! By simple adjustment of belts by oper¬ 
ator, pieces can be delivered to take-away conveyor with 
either side up so labels will always be visible. Belts are also 
adjustable to accommodate size of pieces to be folded, up to 
18" wide. 

Compact and portable! Only 26", 54" long and 38" high, 
the new folding machine can be mounted on rollers, per¬ 
mitting it to be rolled into position for folding and out of 
the way when not in use. 
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
